Wall Street. 



Across the island of New York in 
1685 :t wfill of earth ami stone was 
built, it wall cannon mounted, to keep 
baek the savagos. Along this wall ran 
a street, ami as the street kept tho 
lino of tho wall it was appropriately 
called Wall street. Short, narrow, i.n- 
arckitoetural, and yet unique in its 
history, and, excepting Lombard street, 
London, tho mightiest street in the 
world. There the United States gov- 
ernment was born. There Washington 
held his levees. There Mrs. Adams 
and Mrs. Arnold, and Mrs. Caldwell 
and Mrs. Knox, and other brilliant 
women of tho Revolution, di-<iilayed 
their oliarms. There preachod Withor- 
spoon, Jonathan Edwards and Goorgo 
Whitotield. There Dr. John Mason 
chided Alexander Hamilton for writitig 
the constitution without any God in it. 
There criminals were harnessed to 
wheelbarrows and compelled to draw 
burdens. There they were lashed 
through tho streets behind carts to 
which they were fastened. There neg- 
roes were sold in the slave-marl. That 
street has .seen the coronation and bur- 
ial of ten thousand fortunes. Tho 
abode of just the opposites — unswerv- 
ing integrity and tip-lop seoundreiism, 
heaven-descended charily and bloodless 
shylockism. 

The history of Wall strcot would be 
tho history of the commerce of Aiujri- 
ca. I would like to put the plowshare 
in at tho curbstone in front of Trinity 
church, and drive clear through to 
Wall street ferry, and so it shall go if 
the horses are strong enough to draw 
the plow. Wo are ail shinned with the 
recent defalcations in Wall street, and 
there is no more absorbing question in 
America to-day than this: What caused 
"Black Wednesday?' 

What caused "Black Friday?" What 
has caused all tho black' days of fi- 
nancial disaster with which Wall street 
has been connected for tho last forty 
years? Some say it is the credit sys- 
tem. Something back of that. Some 
say it is the spirit of gambling ever 
and anon becoming epidemic. Some- 
thing back of that. Some say it is tho 
sudden shrinkage in the value of se- 
curities, which even the most honest 
and intelligent men could not have for- 
soen. Something back of that. I will 
give you the primal cause of all these 
disturbances. 

It is the extravagance of modern so- 
ciety, which impels a man to spend 
more money than lie can honestly make 
and he goes into Wall street in order 
to got the purposes of immediate dis- 
play, and sometimes the man is to 
blame and sometimes his wife, and of- 
tener botii. Five thousand dollars in- 
come, ten thousand dollars, twenty 
thousand dollars income is not enough 
for a man to keep up tho style of liv- 
ing he proposes, and therefore he steers 
his bark toward the mielstrom. Other 
men have suddenly snatched up liltyor 
a hundred thousand dollars — why not 
heP The present income of the man 
not being largo enough, he must move 
earth and hell to catch up with his 
neighbor. Others have a country-seat 
— so must he. Others have oxtrava- 

fant catorors — so must he. Others 
avo palatial residences — so must ho. 
Extravagance is the cause of all the 
defalcations of the last forty years, and 
if you will go through the history of 
all the groat panics and all the groat 
financial disturbances, no sooner have 
you found the story than right back of 
it you find the story of how many horses 
the man had, how many carriages tho 
man had, how many residences in tho 
country tho man had, how many ban- 
quets tho man gave — always, and not 
one exception for tho last forty yoars, 
either directly or indirectly, extrava- 
gance tho cause. — Dr. Talviage in 
Fnuik Leslie's.

.4 Si/OA"/" HISTORY. 

A few notes, narrative rnther than ar- 
gumentative, may holp, by way of his- 
torical reminder, our readers to under- 
stand bettor some of the bearings of the 
question respecting federal and provincial 
powers, which Canada lias raised in our 
courts — \ question affecting not only our 
rights and privileges, but largo property 
and income, present and prospective. It 
is fortunate, at such a juncture, that wo 
have a vigilant and able government in 
power, supported almost unanimously by 
the voice of the people, whoso interests 
they have to guard. To must of us, 
hitherto, the early luBtury of the Do- 
minion has been about as interesting as 
the history oi ancient (ireeco, but the 
present attack on our pockets will prob- 
ably shaken our historical interest and 
perceptions. Under the constitutional 
act of 1701, Upper and Lower Canada 
formed each a province undo." these 
names. They were united in 1810, and 
from that time until the Dominion was 
formed, constituted one province under 
the name of the province of Canada. At 
confederation they were disunited, and 
made into two provinces, called the 
provinces of Ontario and (juebec. These, 
together with Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick, formed the new Dominion, 
which had power to "take in" British 
Columbia, a (lower which, some think, 
has been fully exorcised. The act of L840, 
uniting Upper and Lower Camilla, did not 
repeal the act of 174)1 , but only harmon - 
iously modified it. The latter act, there- 
fore, originated the powers of the logis 
turn of old Canada in force at confedera- 
tion. The division of old Canada, at that 
occurrence, into Ontario and Quebec, 
with different names and boundaries, did 
not destroy identity or make new cor- 
porations. 'L'he act of 1791 continued to 
deline their political status with respect 
to Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and 
British Columbia. No such question as 
the above can arise as to losing former 
identity and acquiring a new one. They 
preserved their identity, notwithstanding 
confederation, and have not abandoned 
it, nor have their corporate privileges been 
revoked by law. They now are essentially, 
in confederation, what they were before 
confederation, except that they have be 
stowed certain special powers upon the 
fedoral parliament, reserving all the rest, 
which bestowal and arrangement havo 
been, at tha request of the provinces in 
general, ratified and made obligatory by 
an Imperial act — the li. N. A. Act 18l>7. 
Tho basis, therefore, of the authority of 
the Dominion parliament, is a concession 
of existing powers that was made to it, 
not a distribution of new powers. The 
true position of the provinces is illustrated 
and practically determined by the British 
North America Act, but it rests, also, on 
a consideration of what the position and 
powers of the provincial legislatures Wore 
at the time of confederation. Tho pre- 
amble of the act of 18(17 states: "Whereas 

the promises of have expressed their 

dosiro to be federally united, etc.. etc.'' 
There is not in the resolutions of the 
Quebec conference of delegates which ex- 
pressed that desire, nor in the Imperial 
BCt itself (1867) one word which repeals 
the powers of the legislatures, or im- 
plicitly derogates therefrom. The true 
view is, that provincial competence con- 
stitutes the rule, and the federal the ex- 
ception. We were clothed, before con- 
federation, with the totality of the powers 
now possessed, collectively, by the fed- 
eral and provincial governments. These 
powers have not been abrogated, nor have 
fresh powers been created. But they 
havo been divided. Those confeered upon 
tho federal parliament won' given to it; 
those left to the provincial legislatures, 
and all not dealt with they retained, to- 
gether with the privileges, rights and dig- 
nity of their former position. 

VERY DEa7 INDEED. 

We remember a very pleasant etching 
with the motto, "very deaf indeed.'' It 
is of a good-natured, stupid looking old 
gentleman, whom someone has stopped, 
but for Ins extreme deafness cannot make 
him understand what he wants. The un- 
conscious old gentlemen is extending his 
ear-trumpet very complacently and the 
other is tiring a pistol into it to make him 
hear, but the ball will reach his skull soon- 
er than the report will reach his sensor- 
ium. The attitude of the ex -missionary 
on the eastern boundary question reminds 
us of this picture. We will not pistol him 
at present, for, outside of politics, we ac 
knowledge that he has some good qualities, 
and it is not worth while to "smash" a 
man whoso opinions are out of date, and 
whose jokes are obsolete. Let us try 
again, in a loss rugged fashion, to reach 
his somewhat bony seusorium. Ilo savoa 
us some trouble by (he startling confes 
sion in his newspaper, yesterday, of the 
sins that is upon his shoulders and upon 
those of the late government. The charge 
against, that government is ti.it they per- 
mitted, without protest, a serious en- 
croachment upon our uastern territory 
along our eastern frontier, possibly tho 
richest part, of the province. Against the 
ex-missionary, who really "ran" the late 
government, and was regarded by thorn 
as the embodiment of industry and intel- 
ligence, the charge is, that, during eleven 
years of disservice as a representative at 
Ottawa— for some part of which time he 
was paid to look into railway and land 
matters — ho failed entirely to discover that 
Canada had trespassed on the above ter- 
ritory. We do not suppose that either 
tho lute government or the ox-missionary 
would havo boon unwilling to notice this 
trespass had they ascertained the facts, 
for their policy was simply "in tight 
Canada" about, any thing anil everything. 
Tho truth is they were too indolent and 
careless to make an examination of the 
facts. Like shepherds stretched on Bow- 
ers aud looking lazily on the blue sky, 
they neither knew nor cared what was 
happening (in the sheep range . Oppressed 
by what Falstaff calls a "whoreson lethar- 
gy," an indisposition to do anything or bo 
anything, by deaduess, distaste and mental 
stupor, they dozed ami gazed, while pro- 
vincial property worth million was wrong- 
ly occupied by Canada -and small blame 
to Canada if she thought she could "make 
it stick" while the warders slumberud. 
This is tho charge which wo have been 
bawling down the ex-missionary's trumpet. 
We have said that he had only had to 
step into the parliamentary library at 
Ottawa at any time during eleven years, 
where, by reading tho debates in tho 
British House of Commons on tho British 
Colony Act, ho would have soon that the 
Canadian contention as to a "watershed" 
etwtoru boundary had no foundation. 



Why he did not do such a simple thing 
his political friends have wished him to 
explain — a few millions of dollars being of 
some importance to all of us. He has now 
spoken, but we think silence would have 
been wiser. The explanation of his own 
inaction, aud of tho inaction of the late 
government, was given in liis newspaper, 
yesterday, at the end of a column of bald- 
erdash about Dir. Bunch and Sauclio 
Panza. It is well for the public to know, 
at last, on such excellent authority, the 
harem -scarum way in which their busi- 
ness, sometimes, is managed. The late 
local government trusted the ex-missiun- 
ary, and tho ex-mission try now confesses 
that he was satisfied respecting our boun- 
daries by the contents of a clipping from a 
New York newspaper. He stuck this 
clipping in his scrap-book and rubbed his 
hands, like Mr. Micawber after signing 
the promissory note. This seems incred- 
ible, but let those who doubt it ruiid his 
article on the boundary question published 
yesterday. Not only do^s he sot i > a 
clipping from a New York newspaper in 
1858, against an Imperial Act, to exculpate 
his own default, but oven now, he regards 
the clipping as important, for ho prints a 
bit of it in italics. The pitiful part of this 
attempted explanation is that tha explain- 
er does not appear to sou its damnatory 
character. The ex missionary has potter- 
ed over a few thing in times past, when 
his "old cap was new,' but niainifestly 
Ins brains are of the kind that will only 
endure one skimming. Let hitu show his 
old scraps, with the New York and Salt 
Lake mementoes, if he likes, to clonics in 
the winter evenings, when he tells of the 
part he has taken in public transactions, 
but he must not publish them, and com 
pel us to criticise harshly the prattle nf 
age and of outlived importance. One 
notice should suilice.

THE SCHOOL INSl'MToRSlUJ'. 

The suggestion made by the secretary 
of the school board that there should bo 
an inspector appi anted for our city schi " da 
is not one to bo lightly dismissed. Our 
esteemed morning contemporary of course 
opposes improved education, as t ending to 
limit the circulation ol a nowsp.iper which 
has its chief support among the unedu- 
cated. It is fully understood in Kngland 
aud Canada, and by those who interest 
themselves in education everywhere, that 
inspection is the vital point in any eduea 
tioual system. Without n any education 
al system is imperfect. The state wishes 
to know what value it is getting fur its 

| money, and the parents, particularly, du 
sire to be assured that the buildings are 
kept cleanly and comfortable, duly light 
ed, ventilated and warmed, and that the 
teacher is doing his duty in the instruc- 
tion of the scholars. This essential re- 
quirement of any educational system has 
not been provided in this province, as the 
schools are scattered and the population 
comparatively small. Wo have hud to 
trust to such an imperfect inspection, as 
is possible on tho part of the superin- 
tendent of education, an ollico with mul- 
tifarious duties largely inconsistent, with 
anything like a proper inspection of the 
schools, aud it is to be feared l hat this! 
imperfect inspection is all that will be 

I possible for some time to come, as regards 
many districts. But wherever the iium- 1 
ber of schools and pupils justifies ami re | 
quires the thorough application of tin- I 
sound principles of an educational system, 
an inspector .should he appointed. Il 
is considered by many poisons very ex- 
perienced and competent to judge, with i 
whom we certainly agree, that Victoria 
city is now m this position, and that early | 
steps should be taken to give effect to the 
valuable suggestion lately made that a 
local inspector should lie appointed. It 
would bo an additional security to pa rents, 
and contribute to the elhcieticy of the 
schools, while freeing the superintendent 
of education, in some degree, from special 
duties which he cannot, and is not expect 
ed to perform, with due regard to other 
claims on his official services ar.d his 
time.

"The provisions of the British North 
America Act, 18C7, shall (except those parts 
thereof which are in terms made or by 
reasonable intendment may be held to be 
specially applicable to ami only affect one 
and not the whole of the provinces now 
comprising the Dominion, and except so fai- 
ns the same may be varied by this minute) 
be applicable to British Columbia' in the 
same way uiul to the like extent as they ap- 
ply to the other provinces of the Dominion, 
ami as if the colony of British Columbia 
bad been one of the provinces originally 
united by the said act." This is in the ap- 
pendix to the revised statutes of British Co- 
lumbia, page 210; this was in 1871.

Mr. Dnvie— Yes, my lord. 

Ritchie C. .1. -Is not that in the Domin- 
ion Act which unites British Columbia with 
the Dominion? 

Mr Davie— No, tho union took effect by 
reason of an address from British Columbia 
and Canada to the Imperial government 
under the section of the B. X. A. Act. So 
we claim the benefit of municipal institu- 
tions, and whatever they carried at the time 
of the union of British Columbia with 
Canada, which was in the month of July, 
1871- that British Columbia is certainly en- 
titled to. BveU in lie.- debates upon con- 
federation, which occurred in our own 
legislature upon the question of confedera- 
tion, this very point not exactly the liquor 
traffic— came up, and it was staled there 
by one of the members of the house who 
supported the I'nion with Canada that if 
the colony was lo become a province of 

Canada the people of British Columbia 
should have Ihe right to manage their 
own local affuirs as fully as any other pro- 
vince had.

Mr.Belhiine Bill the Indians arc un- 
der the control of the Dominion authori- 
ties, ain't there is legislation against giving 
liquor to the Indians. 

Mr. Daviu The illustration furnished 
by his lordship is very apt, because one 
can see that the peace of the province is 
very much affected by the behavior of the 
Indians; therefore, 1 say, something more 
is conveyed by class '.I than the mere raid 
illg of a revenue 

Ritchie C. .). So far as the Indians are 
concerned, the Dominion has the exclusive 
right to deal with them. 

.Mr. Betliinie — The Dominion Indian 
Act expressly extends to tavern 
keepers 

Mr. Davie The people of British Co- 
lumbia would be far more afloctod by 
drunkenness amongst Indians than any 
ol her of the people of the Dominion, and 
although, as stated by Mr. Bethuue, the 
whole subject Is governed by the Indian 
Act, ive know as well as possible that it is 
necessary to so grant licenses as there 
shall bo no likelihood, so far as ue can see, 
of the sale of liquor to the Indians, and if 
I Ins sub section !t is to lie limited to the 
raising of II revenue, what would he the 
consequence! That we should he required 
to grant licenses to a person who is u 
notorious seller of liquor to the In- 
dians. 

Henry, J.— What duos the first part of 
the 92d section say! "In each province 
the legislature may exclusively make laws 
in relation to matters coining within the 
classes of subjects next hereinafter enu- 
merated." Make laws in respect to them: 
it is not the mere subject of collecting 
revenue I say that thai power has refer- 
ence not merely I ' 1 the raising of the 
revenue, bill also to the subject mutter of 
th" licenses t hoinsolves. 

M r. Davie- Now, passing on to property 
and civil rights m the province I agree 
with the suggestion that has been made 
that civil rights indeed hus something to 
do ivilh this case. ll' we have a right, as 
is conceded here, lo grant licenses for the 
purpose nf raising a revenue, what right 
lias t ho Do mil lioll lo si ep in ami lake aw ay 
that right from l ho individual to whom 
the civil right is granted! 1 submit they 
have mi power to do that al all, and 
hence the legislation is in contravention 
of clause 1.'!. 

Then again, so far as carrying out our 
own laws is concerned, ll is evident that 
we have under class lo the right of 111! 
posing punishment for their infringement. 
I Ins, of course, runs counter lo the sllg 

gnstioii that tho liquor law i lea under 

the criminal law, the right In lugisluto on 
winch is vested in the parliament of 
Canada. 

Owyniie, ,1. Thai would only nffecl 
such clauses as make it a criminal offense 
to violate the law. 

Mr. Davie I would refer In what was 
Maul in the cane of the Queen versus Board- 
man. It. is to bo found in 110 upper 
Canada reports, page olio. There speak 
illg of that he cites the case ol the At- 
torney-l'ieiioral vs. Radiol!', where Baron 
M o Lin says: 

"There are many crimes properly so 
called, which are liable to be punished on 
summary conviction. But there are a 
vast number of acts whi'.'ll in ho sense are 
crimes, which are also so punishable; such 
for instai ice, as keeping open public houses 
after certain hours, and a variety 
of breaches of police regulations, which 
will readily occur to the mind of any one 
The bringing of tobacco into this kingdom 
is of itself a perfectly innocence act; but 
the requirements of the public revenue, 
which induced the legislature to impose a 
very high duty upon tho article, probably 
rendered it a matter of necessity that the 
bringing it into the kingdom without pay- 
ment of the duty should bo subjected to 
a penalty. But this cannot ailed or alter 
the intrinsic and essential nature of the 
act itself, and it seems to me thai it can- 
not bo donuminatod 'a crime' according to 
the ordinary aud common usage of lan- 
guage, and the understanding of man- 
kind." 

Therefore, 1 say, so far as breaches of 
these police regulatiuua are concerned,

i Lastly, Class lti. — "Generally all 

! matters of a merely local or private na- 
ture in the province." I most strongly 
contend that tho whole of this legislation 
with the exception perhaps of one matter 

I which 1 shall mention, comes within the 
meaning of that ltith class. And I will 

' endeavor tu get at it very briefly in this 

1 manner, to ascertain how tho liquor traffic 
is dealt with in England, Ireland and 
Scotland, in British Columbia and some 
of the other provinces before confedera- 
tion, and also in the United States. 

Now, for tho purpose of my argument 
there is in England wdiat 1 contend is 
local option as regards the granting of 
liquor licenses, in this way — tho magis- 
trates in the locality in which the license 
is to be exercised havo absolute discretion, 
having regard to the convenience of the 
public, in grunting liquor licenses. Your 
lordships will lind that in the Imperial 
Statutes '.1, Cuorge ] V, chap ill, section 1; 
in Seal. nnl by ',l tieorge I V. , chap. 58, 
section 7, and in Ireland by It and -I Wil 
liam IV., chap. Ii8. As to what it is ill 
America I trouble your lordships with 
aquotatioii from Cooloy 'a Constitutional 
Limitations, nth edition, page 71S. The 
heudiugof the paragraphs is "Restraints 
mi tho sale of Liquors," and the title of 
the chapter is "The Police Power of the 
States." chapter 111. The quotation is as 
follows: 

"Restraints on Sale of Liquors. Those 
statutes which regulate or altogether pro- 
hibit the sale of intoxicating drinks as a 
beverage have also been, by some persons, 
supposed lo conflict with the federal con- 
stitution. Seine of them, however, as- 
sume lo regulate merely, and to prohibit 
sales by other persons than those who are 
licensed by the public authorities, have 
uol suggested any serious question of cou- 
slilutional power. They are but tho or- 
dinary police regulations, such as the state 
may nuke in respect to all classes of trade 
or employment. But those winch under- 
take altogether to prohibit the manufac- 
ture and sale of intoxicating drinks as a 
beverage have been assailed as violating 
express provisions of the national consti- 
tution , and also as subversive of funda- 
mental rights, and therefore not within 
the grant ni legislative power. 

That legislation of this character was 
void, far as it affected imported liquors, 
or such as might be introduced from one 
stale into another, because in con Diet with 
the power of congress over commerce, was 
strongly urged in the license cases before 
j the supremo court of the United States; 

bin that view did not obtain tho ascent of 
I the court. Opinions wore expressed by a 
inuji niy of the court that the introduc- 
tion nf imported liquors into the state, 
and their s do in the original packages as 
1 imported, could not be forbidden, because 
' to (hi so would be to forbid what congress, 
; in iis regulations of commerce, and in the 
levy of imposts, hud permitted ; but it was 
conceded by al;. lli .t when the original 
package was broken up for use or for retail 
by the importer, and also when the com- 
modity had passed from his hands into 
! the hands of a purchaser, it ceased to be 

■ under Congressional protection as nn im- 
port, or a part of foreign commerce, and 
became subject tu the laws uf the state, 
ami might be taxed for stale purposes and 
the sale regulated by tho statu like any 
other property. Jt was also decided in 
these cases, that the power of congress to 

■ regulate commerce between the states, ex- 
cept so far as they might come ill conflict 
with those established by congress; and 

I that, consequently as congress had not un- 
dertaken to regulate commerce in liquors 
• between the states, a law of New I lain p- 
I shire could not. be held void which pun- 
| ished a sale, in that state, of gin purchas- 
j ed in Boston and sold in New Hampshire, 
notwithstanding the sale was in the cask 
' in winch it was imported, but by one not 
I licensed by the selectmen. 

It would seem, from the views express- 
ed by the several members of ttiu court in 
these cases, that the state laws known as 
Prohibitory Liquor Laws, the purpose of 
which is to prevent altogether the inauu- 
! fact ure and sale of intoxicating drinks as a 
j beverage, so far as legislation can accent- 
j phsh tins object, cannot be held void as in 
coulhcl with the power of congress to reg- 
i ulato commerce, and to levy imposts ant 
■ lilt 1 1 - - . And in several cases it has beeu 
hel i thai the fact that such laws may tend 
in prevent or may absolutely preclude tho 
fulfilment of contracts previously made la 
no objection to their validity! Any 
change in the police laws, or indeed in any 
other laws, might have a like consequence. 

The same laws also have been sustained 
when the riuestioii of conflict with the 
state constitution, or with general funda- 
mental principles, has been raised. They 
are looked upon by the legislature for the 
prevention of intemperance, pauperism, 
and crime, and fori he abatement of nuis- 
ances li has also been hold competent 
to declare that the. liquor kept lor sale a 
nuisance, and to provide legal process for 
its condemnation and destruction, and to 
seize and condemn Ihe building occupied 
as a drain-shop on I he same ground. And 
it is only wherein framing such legislation 
care has not been taken to observe those 
principlesol protection which surround the 
person.-, a;;.'! ,, „i,liiiigs of individuals, secur- 
ing them against unreasonable searches 
and seizures, and giving them a right to 
trial lief., re condemnation, that the courts 
have fell at liberty to declare that it ex- 
ceeded t he proper province of police regu- 
lation. I'erhaps there is no instance in 
which the powci of the legislature to make 
such regulations as may destroy the value 
of properly, without compensation tu the 
owner, appears m a more striking light 
than 111 the ease of these statutes. The 
trade in alcoholic drinks being lawful, and 
the capita! employed in it being fully pro- 
tected by law, the legislature then steps in 
wild, by an enactment, based on general 
reasons of public utility, annihilates the 
trallic, destioys altogether the employ- 
ment, and reduces to a nominal value the 
property on hand. Kvou the keeping of 
that, for the purposes of sale, becomes a 
criminal offence; and, without any change 
whatever in his own conduct or employ- 
ment,, the merchant of yesterday becomes 
the criminal ot to day, and the very build- 
ing in which ho livesaiulconducts tho busi- 
ness which to that moment was lawful be- 
comes the subject, of legal proceedings, if 
the stat ute shall so declare, and liable to bo 
proceeded against for a forfeiture. A 
statute which can do this must bo justified 



upon tho highest reasons of public benofit; 
but, whether satisfactory or not, the reas- 
ons address themselves exclusively to the 
legislative wisdom." 

I submit from that passage there is 
clearly shown, so far us the Uuitod States 
are concerned, even tu tho extent of pro- 
hibition that, thestates regulate as a matter 
of police, and tho subject is within their ex- 
clusive jurisdiction. In British Columbia 
there is also w hat I term, for the purposo 
of my argument, local option, and that 
from the very first. I have in my hand a 
copy of an old statute of Vancouver Is- 
land, before the colony was united with 
British Columbia. It is entitled, an "Act 
to provide fur regulating tho sale of wines, 
spirits, malt and other liquors." It was 
passed in July, 1861. A portion of it to 
which 1 wish to call attoutioti is section 0, 
which is as follows: —

H. M. S. Satellite arrived in Esquimalt 
at 3 o'clock, p. m. yesterday. The Satel- 
lite is a steam composite corvette of 1420 
tons and of 1110 horse power, carrying 8 
guns. She luft Callao on the 9th of Aug- 
ust, having been relieved at that port by 
11. M. S. Heroine, which was 40 days 
late in arriving there, owing to the rough 
weather she experienced on the passage 
from Esquimalt. On the voyage out the 
Satellite stoppedjat several naval stations, 
namely; Payta, Panama, Acapuleo and 
Guaymas. The object of her going so far 
out of her course to visit the last named 
place was to erect a large marble tomb- 
stone over the grave of Sub-Lieutonuiit 
Edgorton, who was shot there some thirty 
years ago. From Callao to Panama she 
sailed most of the way using very little 
steam. The passage out was an uneventful 
one, thu weather being pretty fair, until 
San Francisco was reached, when the 
heavy storms which have boon prevalent 
along the coast for some time were exper- 
ienced.

Sax Francisco, Oct. 13. — The Oceanic 
to day brings Hongkong dates to Sept.

It is believed 
that the basis of revision is already agreed 
on; only minor details remain to be dis- 
cussed.

Half a nullum 
had been paid into Canton treasury on 
account. 

FRANCE. 
Pakis, Oct. 13 — Lo Paris urges upon 
the government the necessity of rein- 
forcement of Admiral Courbet at Relung 
and (ion . DoLisle in Ton.pun, in order 
to place them in a position to strike a 
final blow at China. 

GERMANY. 
Bkiilin, Oct. 13. --The North German

Thu 
Gazette states that Germany recently took 
steps in London to obtain security for 
German commercial interests in Africa in 
event of British annexation of what is 
now unoccupied territory.

ENGLAND. 
London, Oct. 13. — The conservative 
demonstration announced for Birming- 
ham to-day, involving the meeting ill 
Aston grounds, Town Hall and in Skat- 
ing Rinks, was prevented by an organized 
force of their opponents. The liberals in 
rent numbers forced an entrance to the 
Town Hall by battering in doors with 
heavy planks ar.d overwhelmed the con- 
servatives. 

CHINA. 

London, Oct 13. —A correspondent of 
the Times telegraphs that the news of the 
defeat of Admiral Lespcs and the French 
tlout at Tain Lui in ooufinned. The 
Chinese, by hiding in brushwood, suffered 
some six hundred of the French force to 
land and come within easy range of their 
guns boforo they appeared. The Chinese 
general Tso then led the attack upon the 
rear of tho French troops, which became 
pauic-ntricken. Tho Chinese killed 
seventy men and captured one gun. They 
also beheaded twenty-two French corpses, 
but desisted from that horrible work upon 
protest of the British consul. The 
Chinese loss was 200 killed and wounded 
The lighting lasted live hours, at the end 
of which time the French roturne 
thoir ships. 

RUSSIA. 
Sr. Putkiwhukc), Oct. 13. — Th, 
political trial just finished was conducted 
privately. All ollicers of the army impli- 
cated wore sentenced to death. Six other 
persons were sentenced to Siberia. 

EGYPT. 

Caiuo, Oct. 13.— Tho Mudir cf Dongala 
ordered the mounted irregulars to prepare 
to inarch to tho front on Thursday. Tho 
infantry will protect tho city in tho event 
of El Madhi's forces attacking. Tho 
troops aro reluctant to advance, fearing 
thoy will havo to encounter serious light- 
ing. Thoy also appear disstiatied upon 



circulation of reports that the Sultau 
dosires their services to oppose tho Eng- 
lish. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Nuw York, Oct. .13. — A dispatch from 
Petersburg, Ya., reports a tiro there on 
Friday night, involving a loss of 1,000,- 
000, but no narticulars wore rccoived up 
to this morning. 

TURKEY.

A Highway of Notable Landmarks. 



That thoroughfare known in early 
days as the great Calzada of Tacuba, 
which may still bo followed in an al- 
most direct line from the site whoro 
once stood the palace of Axayacatl, 
occupied by Cortez and his little baud, 
past tho venerable church of San Hipo- 
lito and the spot pointed out as the 
scene of Alvarado s miraculous leap; 
still further on to Popotla with its po- 
etical and romantic memories cluster- 
ing- around the tree of the Noche 
Triste, and Tabuca, with its Church of 
Our lady of Remedies — the shrine of 
her who was the presiding divinity of 
the Conquest— find finally to tho In- 
dian village of Azteapotzalco, in primi- 
tive times the nourishing seat of one of 
the most important tribes that dwelt in 
the valley of the Auahuac. No bettor or 
more striking index could bo furnishod 
for the illustration of certain periods iu 
Mexican history than this picturesque 
highway, which destiny seems to have 
decreed shall remain n perpetual heri- 
tage to tho original owners of tho soil; 
for, after a lapse of centuries, and in 
spito of tho strartgo vicissitudes of fate, 
tho same race that in the days of Mou- 
tezuuias was wont to frequent tho C'al- 
ssada of Tabuca may still be seeu 
thronging that locality, which one 
might imagine to bo haunted by tho 
inuues of thoir ancestors.
